Y beloved brethren , J would 
deſire vou ail to take notice of 
tbeſe wozd z here mentioned in 
this place ofScripture : fog in- 
deed pou may aſſure your ſelbes that thep 
were wꝛitten foz no other purpoſe, but foz 
the better inſtruction of us po miſerable 
ſinners : and I pzay God gibe us all grace 
to be of ſuch an bumble ſpirit, as te con- 
feſs our faults, as thoſe people did in this 
place of Scripture,crying & calling night 
and day to the Lozd, to behold the miſera- 
ble eftate and condition that we po mi⸗ 
ſerable ſinners live in: Foz certainly 
bzethzen we ſtand in as much nied to crp 
A 3 upon 
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upon the Lozd to -behold our miſeries as 
thoſe people coifid doe: Foz certainly out 
ting are as great as theirs could be, and 
F pray God they prove not greater: Fog 
tfidied you cannot name any fin in the 
Moꝛld, butit is daily uſed either by one 
oꝛ other, and eſpecially theſe ſins that J 
ſhall name here unto you that is to ſap, 
P2ide, TUhozedome, and Dzunkenneſs, 
Swearing and Lying, and wozd of all 
that terrible ſin of diſſimulation, which J 
am afraid is to much uſed with a great 
manp now adaies, Indeed my bꝛethren = 
would deſire every one of pou that is ad- 
dictedto any tin, J would deſirs; you to 
ftrive by all poſſible means tg; fozfake 
them: 2 alas my bzethzen there is 
a day to come that eberp pooz Soul 
muſt give an account ſoz everp Wicked 
Sin that we follow : and as the P20- 
phet Jeremiah crped out to the people in 
Lamentations 2, ànd 19. ber, Eben ſo mp 
bzethzen J call and crp upon everp one of 
pou that are here pꝛeſent, and theſe be the 
wozds, Ariſe, cry out in the night, in 
the beginning ol the watches „pour out 
thine heart like water before the face of 
the Lord; lift up chine hand cowards 
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him: And as Simon pzayed unto- the 
L02d,as-pou may find in Lamentations 3. 
and the 20. and 21 berſes in theſe wogds; 
Wherefore: doſ thou forgive us for ever, 
and forſake vs not ſo long time; turn 
thou us unto thee, O Lord , and we ſhall 
be turned. 

Pap, J would deſire you to lk into 
the 4. of Hoſea , and there pou ſhall ſie 
bow the Loz2d thzeatned the people be⸗ 
cauſe there was no truth, noꝛ merep, noz 
knowledge of GDD in the Land but 
Swearing, and Lying, and Rilling, and 
Stealing, and committing Adulterp : 
and indeed Jam afraid that thoſe crying 
Sins here named, are to much-uſed 
in this Land: Therefoze J would deſire 
ebery one of you to refraine theſe ſins 
bere named, foz fear the L O RD ſhould 
th:eaten us with the ſame woꝛds as be 
thzeatned the Iſraelites in the fourth of 
Hoſea-and the third Werſe. In theſe 
wozds. Therefore ſhall the Land monrn ; 
and every one that dwelleth therein ſhall 
Jangaiſh with the beafts of the field, and 
with the Fowles of Heaven: Yea the 
Fiſhes cf the Sea alſo ſhall be taken a- 
way. | |

Indird god people, pou map ſ& here 
bob the Lozd thzeatned thoſe people all 
wilt moſt heavy: judgements : Nap be 
did not only thzeaten the people, but he 
thꝛeatned the berp beaſts in the Field, 
nay , the Fouls in the Ayre, and the very 
Fiſtes in the Sea th: .Thereſoze in the 
Name of God let us all babe @ care of 
pzoboking the Lozd to much to wꝛath, 
fo: we do not know how ſon he may 
come upon us with the ſame judgements : 
fo2 Certainiy god people the Loꝛd had not 
thzeatued þ Iſraelites with ſuch ſoze and 
heaby judgements as he did, but foz their 
grievous fins. And inderd J do believe 
that out ſinners are as great as theirs 
could be, if not greater: Fozcertainly 
there is not anp ſin in the Mold, but 
it remaineth here in this land. Then how 
do we think that we can eſcape the ſame 
pimiſpments due foꝛ our tranſgreſſions : 
as ſpearing is accounted by a great many 
foza Paſtime, 'a Pleaſure, and a good 
Company-keeper ; toz be which can ſwear 
and curſe, Lye and difſemble,. be is count- 
ed the belt Companion with a great many 
in theſe times. Wut ind#d I could deſire 
all thoſe that do know themſelves to be 
addicted 
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addicted to thoſe evil conditions, to habe 
a care what they do, andſtrive by all poſ- 
ſible means to refrain themſelves from 
this wicked and ungodly cuſtome of ſin- 
ning » Foz be aſſured, there is a day to 
come when we muſt all give an account: 
Therefoze in the Name of God J would 
deſire ebery one of pou, young and old to 
do your beſt indeabours to refrain pour 
wicked ſing, and cry and call unto che 
Lord night and day, and wich an bumble 
ſpirir, ſap ag David faith in the 39 Pſalm 
and the fourth verſe , Lord make me to 
krow my end, and the meaſure of my 
dsies what it is, that I may know how 
frail! Lam. 

Indeed god people pou map ſee in this 
place of holy Scripture, J, and many moze, 
that the P2opher had a great deſire to 
ſerbe the Lozd „ but indeed we are moze 
ready to ſerbe our ſelbes then to ſer be him. 
Alas my bꝛetbꝛen can we think that the 
Loꝛd ſhould do any thing foꝛ us, when we 
will do nothing fo him: As if we (ould 
ſap, we bed God at command: No, no mp 
bzethzen det us 8! habe a care what we 
doe: Foz certainly the Koꝛd will call us 
all te an account, as he did the Dervants 
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tn. the Goſpel, that be bad fozmerly given 
the Talents to, when the Lozd called 
unto them to ſ& what uſe they had put 
them to: and inded my Bzethzen thoſe 
Talents may bery well be termed to the 
life of a Chꝛiſtian here on Earth; fox 
certainly. the Lozd will have an account 
given him how we babe ſpent our life 
here upon Earth; Then who is he that 
can tap, He bath fed the hungry, cloathed 
che naked, or viſited the fick, or a help to 
the fatherlels; No, Jam afraid there is 
but a few now adates that is given unto 
Charity > No my Bꝛetbꝛen, where there 
is one now adaies that dealeth with a 
Liberal hand to the Pooz, there is thzx& 
that dealeth with a {lack hand, J, bur 
look into Proverbs the tenth and the fourth 
verſe, and there pou ſþall find, He that 
would enjoy Riches, ſhonld deal libe- 
rally to the poor: He becometh poor 
that desleth with u ſlack hand, but the 
hand of the diligent maketh rich : wealth 
maketh many friends, but the poor is 
ſeparated from bis neighbour , Proverbs 
the nineteenth and the 14 verſe. And in⸗ 
deed mp bzethzen it is a common thing 
with a great many now adaies to * 
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the pz, and if anp tel hunger, let the 
pos? felit, But O mp Bzethzen, there 
ts a day to came, that we muſt all give 
an accuunt ; J would defire pou to lk 
into the 25. ut Mathew and the begin⸗ 
ning at the 34. verſe, and ſo to the latter 
end, and there pou (þall ſee the bleſsed joys 
that belongs to them that fads the hun⸗ 
ary, 02 cloaths the naked; J, and the toz- 
ments that belong to them that doe not. 
Indeed J would deffre pou to read ober 
that Chapter at pour leiſure; foz it is too 
large upon this matter to ſer doton in this 
ſmall Wolume : and when pou habe read 
it, I pzay God gibe you all grace to m ke 
good uſe of it; foz certainly he that lobeth 
not the pooꝛ cannot with a ſafe conſcience 
ſap he loves God; fo los into Proverbs 
12. and the 13 berſe, and there it is plain- 
ly laid open in theſe words, He thu op. 
preſſech the poor, reproacheth his Maker: 
but he that honoureth him, hath mercy on 
the poor. 

Indeed my Wzethzen, there is many 
moze places of Scripture concerning the 
ſame matter, but J hope here is enough 
to ſatisfe at this time, and the Lozd 
gibe us all grace to underſtand it, and 

make 
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make god uſe of it: Heare ye Children 
the inſtruction of a Father, and attend to 
know underſtanding, Pzoberbs 4. and the 
1, berſe. Hear O my lon, and receive my 
ſaying, and the years of thy life ſhall be 
many. I have taught thee in the way of 
wiſdom , I bave led thee in right paths; 
when thou goeſt thy ſteps ſhall not be 
ſtraitned; and when thou runneft thou 
ſhait nor ſtumble; take faſt hold of ia- 
firuction, let her not go, for ſheis thy 
life, Pzoberbs 4. andrhe 10, 11, 12,13, 
derſes.

to ſend us all of his Spiritual grace tut 
our hearts, and to ſap as David ſaid in the 
28 Plalm, deginning at tbe tirſt verſe, 
Unto thee will I cry, O Lord my reſt: 
Be not ſilent to me, leſt if thou be fileng to 
me, I become like them tha: go down 
into the pit: Hear the voice of wy ſup- 
plications when l cry unto thee , when I 
life np my hands towards the holy Ora+ 
cle. Draw me not away with the wicked 
and with the workers of iniquity , which 


| ſpeak peace to their neighbonrs, but miſ- 


chief is in their hearts: As pou may find 
it wꝛitten in the 28 plalm, ther, 2, 3, 
berſes. 

And indeed, J am ſoze afraid that 
there be too many of ſuch people abzoad 
nol adates , that will give you fair ſpæ- 
ches to pour face, but their hearts are full 
of deceit; But indeed mp bzetþzen, — 
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the Prophet Jeremiah ſaid by the J-we , 
ſo map we ſap by ſuch people. Jeremiah 
5. and the 4 verſe, Therefore I ſaid, ſurely 
theſe are poor, they are fooliſh, for they 
know not the way of the Lord, nor the 
jud-ements of God, Rs 

And indeed J would deſire ebery good 
Chꝛiſtian to habe a care what they doe in 
tbeſe times, Foz certainly the times are 
bery dangerous, as our Saviour (aid in 
Mark the 15. and the 22. Falie' Chriſts,, 
ald falſe prophets ſhall ariſe, and ſhall 
ſhety ſigns and wonders, to ſeduce , if it 
were poſſible even the Bect, but behold I 
ba ve foretold you all things. | 

Not tndxd good people, it is good fo2 
us ail to take b&d ;, fo? ſuch people as 
thele are abzoad , pou may know them by 
their Wozks, foz they be people that pꝛa- 
teteeth to have a good Faith; But as the 
Apoſtle ſaid in the ſecond of James, and 
the 14 berſe; What doth it profit my bre- 
tbren, though à man ſay he hath faich, 
end bive nor works, can h's faith ſave 
him? No, no, faith without works is 
but a deid faith. As peu map find it 
witten in the 26. berſe of this Chapter: 


For as the Body without the Spirit is 
dead, 
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dead, ſo faith without works is dead alſo, 


Indeed there are bery many nod adates 
that will ſap , they have no fin, which 
J pzap God thep do not find one day that 
they be not oberladen with a heavy bur- 
then or lin; Indeed J cannot perceibe char 
any can live without fin. J would de- 
ſire pou to look into Romans the 5. and 
the 8, 9, 10. berſes, and there pou map 
perceive that in thoſe dates there was 
none that Ii bed without ſin : and indeed 
Jam afraid that this Nation is as ſinful 
as they were; Yet they confeſſed alf fin- 


ned, not rather as we beflanderouflp re- 


$ozted, and as ſome affirm, that we ſay, 
Let us do evil that good may come on it 
whoſe damnation is joſt: what then, are 
we better then thep ? No, in no wile, tor 
we bave before proved both J-ws ard 
Gentiles, that they are all under fin, as it 
is written, there is nore righceeus, no 
not one. 

Indeed good people, if pou but pleaſe to 
read that Chapter at pour letſure,you will 
find it all along to that purpoſe, There- 
foze in the Name of God have pou a care, 
for this ſin belongs to the fin of preſum- 
ption, which J do earneſtly deſire every 
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good Chꝛiſtians to habe a care of it, and 
firibe by all poſiþle means to fozſake it, 
and learn to be of an bumble Spirit with 
the Lowly, then to dibide the ſpoil with 
the pzoud , Proverbs the 16. and the 19. 
berſe. Indeed my bzethzen J would ra- 
ther erbozt pou to true Woedience of 
heart, conſeſſing pour faults ene to ano- 
ther ; and pzay one foz another, that pou 
map be healed, The effectuall ſer vent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth much, 
James 5,, 16. |

Look but into the 65. of Iſaiab, and the 
3 berſe. And there you may ſee that the 
Lozd took notice of the Rebellious people 
in theſe woꝛds: I have ſpread my hands 
all the day to a rebellious people, which 
walked in à way that was not good af- 
ter their own thoughts ; A people, that 
provoked me to anger continually ro my 
face. 

And theſe be ſome part of their ſpee- 
ches, which ſaid, Scand by tby ſelf, come 
not neer me for I am holier then thon : 
J, but the Lozd gibes them a ſparp ſen- 
gence in the latter part of this verſe . foz

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there beſaiesy There is a ſmoak in my 
"noſe, and a fire that burner all the day; 
as pou map find it in the fourth Werſe of 
this Chapter. 4 
/ JInd&dme thinks this would be a fair 
warning foz every Chziſtian which bath 
/ any fear of God in them, to take beedhow 
we pzovobe the Lozd God to much uneo 
/ wzath z foz as be is a God'of Vercy, and 
flow to anger, Pet let not us think, but 
when he doth came , he will give everp 
Man accoading unto his TWWoazks 3; and in- 
d#d god people J cannotunderſtand no 
ſurer way ſoꝛ to pꝛebent the anger of the 
Lo2d, but by Pꝛaper, and acknowledge» 
ing our fins to the Lozd, as the Peopbet 
David in the 32. Pſalm and the 5. verſe, 
' tntheſe woꝛds, acknowledge my fins nnto 
thee: and mine iniquities Have I not hid. 
I ſaid I wonld confefs my ttanſgreſſions un- 
to the Lord, and thou forgaveſt the miquiey 
| of my fin, Have mercy upon me, O God,ac- 
| cording to thy loving kindneſs; according 
to the multitude of thy tender mercies, blot 
* cut my ers ſgreſſions, Pſalm 51. 1; 

O that people had but grace in their 
hearts, and the fear of God befoze their 
epes fo to take example by the holy No- 
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phet, and to pzay unto the . oꝛd foꝛ to ſend 
dobon his ſpiritual Gzace into the hearts 
ofebery one ofus, char we may ſerve him, 
love him, and obey bim, and keep his Com- 
mandments : And then to be ſure the Lozd 
will love us. 
Alas how can we ſap we love him, 
when we dailp -bzeak his Command 
ments: Ten there is to be obſerved , but 
alas how ould we keep ten, when we 
cannot keep two of them. Firſt, the Lozd . 
gommands us to love bim, Secondlp, he 
commands us to love our neighbours as 
our ſelves, as peu may find it in Matthew 
22, Chap. 38, 39. berſes.

Behold I have taught you ſtatutes and 
judgements, even as the Lord my God com- 
manded me, that you ſhould do ſo in the 
land whicher ye go to poſſeſs. Keep there - 
fore and do them; for this is your wiſdom, 
and your underſtanding in the fight of the 
Nations, which (hall hear all che Stetutes, 
and 
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and ſay, Surely this great Nation is a wiſe 
and underſtanding people, Deut. 4. chap. 
5. ands6, verſes. 

And the Lozd grant every good Chti- 
ſtian grace to ſerve the Lozd, and wiſ- 
dom to underſtand the god from the ebil, 
and confeſs the Loꝛd to be a Lobing and 
Gzacious God! and conteſs our ſins to 
the Lozd,and not ſk to hide them in our 
boſomes, wich ſaying we have no (in, ag à 
great many do now adaies. 

No, good people, rather let us crp and 
call unto the Lozd foz mercp foz them, as 
the Prophet Jeremiah did, in the firſt of 
Lamentations and the 18. berſe. In theſe 
words, The Lord is righreons, for I have 
rebelled againſt his Commandments :; hear, 
I pray you, all people, behold my ſorrow. 
And berſe 20. Behold, O Lord, for I am 
in diſtreſs, my bowels are troubled, my 
heart is turned within me, forl have grie- 
vouſly rebelled. 

And the Lozd give eberp good Cheiſtt- 
an grace to pzepare their hearts to ſerbe 
the Lozd, that we map be all in readineſs 
when the Loꝛd ſpall pleaſe {oz to call our 
finful ſouls to an account: againſt that day 
- the Loꝛd prepare the hearts of eberp good 
Chziſttan, 32 And 
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And fo to draw towards a concluſion, 
I deſire to gibe pou one woꝛd of Exhoz- 
tation concerning this: Let ebexy good 
Chziſtian have a care, and take heed, leſt 
there be in any of yon an evil beart ot un- 
belief in departing from the living God. I 
mean, take b&d pou be not led away by 

a Seducing people,ſuch as will ſap, they 
— no fin. Nay, there be ſome will 
not ſtick to ſap they be Chriſt. But look 
in Mark 25. berſe 6. There our blefſed 
'Lozd and Sabiour tells us, ſuch people 
ſþall come to pou in my Name, ſaying, 
Jam Chr:\t, and ſhall deceive many. And 
in a bet. 3. 1. and 2. berſes. There pou 
ſhall underſtand, that ſuch people are a- 
bꝛoad now adates, But there were falle 
Prophets alſo among the people, even as 
there ſhall be ſalſe reachers amongſt you , 
who privily ſhall bring in damnable He- 
relies, even denying the Lord that boughr 
them, and briog upon themſelves ſwift 
deſſrudt on. And many ſhall follow their 
pernicious waies, by reaſon of whom 
ary way of cruch (hall he evil ſpoken

And indeed my Bzethzen , we map ſe 
great manp ſuch people abzodd now a- 


dates , 
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daies, that will deny the Lord that boughe 
them, fo? there be ſome fo pernicious in 
their waies, and ſo wickedlp bent, who 
will not ſtick to ſap, That there 15 no God, 
nor Devil, no Heaven, nor Hel. 

But J deſire ebery good Chziſtian to 
bave a care, that they be not deluded by 
ſuch people : Foz certainly there is a dap 
to come, when they ſþall find that there is 
a God which doch know the ſecrets of all 
mens hearts. And J wif! affure pon be 
will one day call all people to a ſtrict ac- 
count: Thea happy is thoſe wiſe Virgins, 
which is ſound wich their Lamps filled wich 
the oyl of faith: Which the Loꝛd of bis 
heabenly mercy grant every good Chzi- 
ſtian grace to endeabour themſelbes to 
ſtek after this ©pl of Faith, and never 
leabe ſeeking till pou habe tound it; and 
when pou habe once found it, pꝛay the 
Lozd to give us all underſtanding to 
make good uſe of it, and be all found in 
the ſame mind as the Pꝛophet I. ish wag 
found in, as you map find it in Iſaiah 25. 
and about the ninth verſe, where be ſaid, 
Lo, tbis is our God, we have waited for 
bim, we will be glad aud rejoyce in bis ſal- 
vation.
